Mayor and Andy, 

In my view, I “work for” the City—not the city council or the manager. However, in a 
council/manager form of government, the manager is the individual that normally requests 
and receives legal input for the City and is the primary point of contact for such legal input. 
Of course, the city council may give the attorney direction, and the council may receive 
legal advice directly (typically via a closed meeting or an attorney-client privileged memo, 
both of which have occurred several times in the past two years), but the manager and 
other department heads routinely seek legal advice. This arrangement is typical across the 
35 or so cities we currently represent as city attorney. 

Regarding my input on the latest Coons data request(s), the Department of Administration 
advised Victoria’s responsible authority that the City is not required to obtain and provide 
messages generated on your “Victoria Residents First” Facebook page. In turn, I said the 
City can rely on that feedback and should communicate that to Ms. Coons. I explained this 
at the last council meeting. Although you did not attend. Mayor, I assume you reviewed the 
meeting. 

Finally, you ask why my input wasn’t provided directly to you. You have demanded that 
communications about some things, specifically including data practices issues, go thru 
your personal attorney. For that reason, I am also directing this message to Andy. 
Unfortunately, this makes communicating with you about legal matters difficult or potentially 
even inappropriate. This unusual arrangement, along with your practice of only 
communicating with Doug and me in writing, makes communication difficult. I would prefer 
that you talk to Doug, and to me as needed, but that is apparently not your wish. 

Doug, you may want to include this message in the packet or otherwise share it with the 
council since the Mayor’s Facebook page is an item on the upcoming agenda. Please let 
me know if there are questions.
